Dominion Lands Act. 

An act rospeoting tho Pablio Lnnds 
of the DomiDioa has been passcil 
dariog the late sessioa of tbe Canadian 
Parliament. Tho Aot applies exolasive- 
ly to the lauds iooladed in Mlanitoba 
and the North-Weat Territories. It 
provides that the Department of iho 
Socroiary of State of Oanado shall be 
churgod with the administration and 
management of |the DomlDion lands, 
Bach adminiBtratioD and management 
to bo effected through a branch of the 
said Department to be known and 
dosignatod as <Tho Dominion Linds 
Office. ' It provides for a Bystom of 
snrvey/ Iho outlines of wliich avo as 
followB : Tho landa to bo laid cfT in 
qaaJrilatcral Townships containing 
thirly-six sections of cno milo square 
in oacb^ topolhor with road allowances 
of one cbain and fifty links in widtli 
between ail towDsbipa and Beotionu. 
Tbe Townships are to bo nnmbored in 
rofular order northerly from tho inter- 
national boundary or lorly> ninth par- 
allel of lalitudej and shall lioiii ranges 
numbered^ in ilanitobay ea-^t and west 
Irom a ceriivin moridiati lino run in the 
^year 1869, styled the •Principal Meri- 
dian/ drawn northerly from tbe forty- 
ninth parallel at a point ten miles 
westerly from Pembina, ffiach scelioii 
of land shall bo divided into quarter 
Beotionu ot one hundred oiuJ sixty aLTcF, 
It is provided thai, proiimioary to tho 
BDbdivUioa into town&hipa and sections 
of any portion of tho country proposed 
to bo laid out for setllomontj tho saino 
shall be laid out iii'o bloclcs ol four 
Townships each. I'roviMOn is also made 
for erecting jjropor niarliH and monu- 
mentP, It will bo romembered that, 
Bocordio^ to tbe deed ot enrrender, the 
Hudson BayBompanyia entitled to one- 
twenliotb of tho land in that poriii n 
of tho territory described and drsignalod 
as the 'Fertile Belt.' Tho selection was 
to bo by lot, end was to extend over u 
period of fifty years, In order to avoid 
the anomaly of tba representative of 
Government on the one band, and of the 
Compiiny f^n the other^ drawing Ptrawf. 
for bait a conturj', it has been mniaallv 
agreed, and the Aot provides, that in 
every fifth Township tbe Company wi i 
take sections S and 2Q and in each ( f 
tbe other TowDsbipa tbe wholo of 
seoiion 8, and tbe vootb half and north i 
west quarter of section 26. It is provid - 
ed that sectic nseleven and twenty-nino 
in each and every sorvoyed Townf-hip 
Bhall be set opart as an endowment for 
pnrpoafs of education, In nil cases In- 
dian Berserves are resproted ; and 
Military Grants are provided for. It 
is provided l^ci unreserved and un,. 
appropriated lands^ the surveys ol 
which have bom duly mado^ t-hnWj ex- 
cept as oiher^ite provided, bo open foi 
purcLase at the rale of one dollar per 
acre, payment to be made in cash- but 
no one person thall be allowed to par- 
chase more than one ecctioii, Provision 
is made for fe>oi ung a:.d deahng with 
town-sites and sites tor pnbliu buildings 
and other [)ublio purposes, Pcrhnpi 
tbe most interesting p rt of the Act 
before Qs is that wherein provision ie 
made that 'any peraon wbo Ib the head 
cf a family, and b s ottainod the aijf 
of tweniy-jno years, shall lio entitled 
to euter fur one quarter scctiorij for the 
purpose of sccut.ny a Iroo homestead, 
Actoal roHideoco entit os the occupant 
to receive a trowo patent at the expi- 
ration of three years, provided tbo 
claimant is then a sniijoct of Her Muj- 
eaty by birth or by nuturalizmionj t he 
sole payment required in ronpect tliereol 
being a feo of to:; doll.irs payable to the 
Local Agent at t'jo time of eulryr. It is 
provided that theenrveya of tbe Damiii'- 
lon Lands shall be performed by con- 
tract, at a certain rate per mile orpoi' 
acre, Bud tbo Aot e8tabliiho» the ma- 
chinery for examining and uiithorisint; 
coiiipotant HUrvevorh, Tbo Act apiiear-* 
to bo vory completoin its provii-ionaaud, 
npoD tbe'whole^ liberal in prinoiple.

The Uon. Dr. Currali's-Maiden Speech. 

Io the Canadian Senacs, on tbe 23d May, 
Tbe Hon. Dr.-Carrall spoke aa follows upon 
the loflolvjucy laws: 

Hon. Dr. Cariall said tbat ho rose niib a 
feeling of much embarrsasrrent to address 
tbe Home for the first time, capeoially as ha 
felt compelled to assume a position entirely 
antagonistic to a gentleman for whose legal 
acumen aod argumantitive power he felt 
the bigheit respect. Lie noed not tell ibe 
Llouse thai there was a time in tbe history 
of the world — not a very remote lime, wheo 
a ooodiiioo of impoveiisbment w09 one of 
obloquy — when impriBonmeot for debt was 
in vogue and tbe word "bankrupt" was 
synooymoBB with tba words rascal and 
rogue — or to quote the more expreisive 
language of his hon. friend — wilh "eom- 
meroial immorality."^ It must be lemcin- 
bared that there was formerly coasider- 
able diflerenoo between the proper appli- 
catiors ol the terms " bankraptoy" and 
' icsolVBQcy •" losolvensy covered a 
wider range —bankruptcy only extended to 
merchants and traders; but now ibey might 
be oouaidered synonymoHs. Hia hon friend 
had quoted from Lord Eldon q etalement to 
show the former experiencb of tbiiiga ■□ 
Bogland, and also referred lo tba experience 
ol the United Stttei. With respect to the 
latter conotry be found that Gist fiey bor- 
rowed tba bankrnptoy law of England aod pot 
it into operation lor a limited tjrm ol five 
yoaia; but the law was noi oootioued but 
BofTerod to go by dolauU. Io 1841 tha 
United Stat'JB, in iLeir wiadom, found it 
nocesiary to reenaot a new bankruptcy law 
and ihot survived a few year?. In 1SG7, 
ttie United Stales still telt compelled ti pas^a 
a general bankruptcy law for tbe United 
Stales. So it happened that the experience 
of Ibo great Anglo Saxon family had been in 
the direolion ol enacting laws for the reguln- 
tioo of baokruptcy; and In the face of (acta like 
tbbsa it was idle fur bia bon. fri.nd to say, 
and oodeavour to fortify bimsell by quoia- 
tioos from Lord Eldon lo try and prove, that 
tbero wa8 no necesaity for a. oh eaactmeot. 
When England herself, the standard-beurer 
in evary progressive movemoct, had enforced 
a bankruptcy law, — when tho Unite.! Statis 
found it advisable to do the Bitme, tba bon. 
gentlemao would erase all lams from the 
Canadian Statute Book and io tbit way go 
coDirary to the nxperience of tbe wi«e-it coin- 
meroial nations of the world. Ho (I)i. C ) 
believed tbat tbe principal opponei.tiult.iL; 
law were members of the legal fraternity ol 
wb'ch biK bcu. friend was to d^stinHUiBbod 
an oroameut. He did ni t tblok, however, 
that tbe agticoltaral iDtsrestiol wbiob hewas 
BB strong and advoctte as any one in the 
House, approved ol tho racaaure thai was now 
under oonaidorutioQ. Ilia bon. friend, when 
ruferring t ) tho votes on tho qncation aUc- 
Hhore, had kept Ciirelully out of elLibt the 
fact that there bad been only a niajorily ol 
of three altogether on the diviaiou — in tact, 
it was a mere soap vote. He did not wish 
to go back to tha oosdition of things thai ex- 
isted bolore we had a bankruptcy law iu this 
country — when poople who were di-ipo-ed tu 
act boneally and fairly bad beon aotualiy 
driven ocfoaa the border on accQuni of il-.u 
harahuoiiB ol their cruditors Ho did nol w.i.sli 
to see any system io operaiioa cuicuiated tu 
baiacB and oppress any upright man whu 
bad been simply n'nlorlonaie in bosinees. Jt 
wan aaid that rugneH rubbed in uiid took nJ- 
vantag'i of ibo pn H'.M.t I nv, but would ihiriga 
bo any better, accord uig loins own sliOAinj,', 
if it were swept i/fl'i tie etatuta bo.ik ultjgitTur 
Those who arc tingaged in jauH uesi would 
have tbe same ii:tareBt as ever in dlipeeiii^' 
of their goods, and woold be as easily de- 
ceived as now by uosorupolous traders. He 
felt sore tiat the House would pay no heod 
of the supbiatry and uppcalsol bis liou. ftieud, 
and would give a vote iu favor of tbe 
necesaity of having at all limes an equ:t4bl>j 
means of enabling men lo carry on legiiimalo 
business, and to rentiie tbemseiras wbcn 
Ibey have honett'y failed.'
